Give an Account that they are loading a vatt

{ome days ago, and that Train is fo vaftly large, 
that ‘tis thought the Allies defign more than one 
ieee, The Pioneers are hard at work for enlarging 
the Roads for the Artillery, which is to be guarded 
by the Heffian Troops, and a Detachment from the 
Army, and befides another ftrong Detachment is to 
meet them between Enghien and Hall. The Advices 
from the Army mentior, That Count [illy ts return- 
ed to the Camp, having fettled the Contributions in 
the Country of Artois. Thae Province has agreed 
ro pay gooo00 Crowns, part in Money and part in 
Corn, and that they are preparing all things tor plep 2,
